Washington, Dec. 29. -—The Unit- 
ed States destroyer Fanning, aided 
by the United States destroyer Nich-~ 
olson, was officially credited today 
with capture of the first German sub- 
marine prisoners. 

The event occured in Nonini. 
and cable reports, gave only scant 
news of the capture. 

special commendation by the Fan- 
ning commander, Lieutenant A. 
Carpenter, was accorded the officer of 
the deck, Lieutenant ‘Walter O. 
Henry and Coxwain D. Loomis for 
sighting the German submarine per- 
iscope, and Chief Pharmacist’s Mate 
Elzer Howell and Coxswain Francis 
G. Connor, national naval volunteers 
who heroically jumped overboard to 
rescue a drowning German seaman. 

The account of the capture differs 
little from reports already made ex- 
cept that there was no mention’ of 
the previous claim that the Teutons 
themselves had opened the valves af- 
ter surrendering. The indications 
were that the denth charge had 
hlasted the shell-like sides of the 
U-boat as she sank. 

“About 4:10 p. m.,” said the of- 
ficial account, <«“while escorting a 
convoy the lookout of the Fanning 
sighted a periscope about a foot 
above the water some distance off the 
portbow, The periscope was visthle 
for. only a few seconds. The. des- 
-troyer immediately headed for the 
spot and three minutes after tha per- |

Ten of the men were 
so weak that lines had to be passed 
under their arms. to haul them 
abroad.

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COMFORT FOR HORSES ~ 


The faithful ho horse that breaks 
the land, tills the crops, hauls 
them to market and relieves his 
master of drudgery deserves bet- 
ter care than some of them get. 
What is too good for the faith- 
ful horse that works in season 
and out of season to make the 
farm produce? 

Think of your horses when you 
are sitting around the fireside 
or enjoying the evening meal! 
See that they are comfortable 
before you rest for the night. 
If you do this you will enjoy 
your rest better, be a better 
master and a good citizen. 
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Necessary During Winter Season to 
Prevent Animals From Falling- 
Examine Frequently. 

In winter weather it is necessary 
to shoe the draft horse so as to pre- 
vent falling and injury to the animal. 
This is best done by using a calk shoe 
with a heavy toe and heel. This will 
prevent the horse from falling, A rid- 
ing or driving horse should not be 
heavily shod. Care 8B&hould be taken 
that the ealks do not protrude, for 
there is danger of injury. when the 

horse is trotting. ;
